Successful Trip of the San Fran- 
cisco. 

SANTA BARBARA, Aug. 27.—(By the 
Associated Press.]

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NOT A MONOPOLY. __ 
A Victory for the Stern 
Water Company. 


JUDGE M’KINLEY’S DECISION. 


The City Water Company Has No 
Exclusive Franchise--The Law 
and the Facts in 
the Case. 


Yesterday Judge McKinley handed 
down an opinion in the case of the 
Los Angeles City Water Company vs. 
E. L. Stern et al. The suit is one in- 
stituted by the existing water company 
to prevent the Stern Company, which 
has seoured a franchise to supply the 
city with water, from carrying out 
their plan. The original complaint 
Was based on the ground that the City 
Water Company possessed the exclu- 
sive right to supply the water used by 
this city. The defendant entered a 
demurrer to the complaint and the de- 
cision of Judge McKinley sustaiits the 
demurrer. This completes the case, as 
far as the Superior Court is concer ned, 


and is a decision against the City 
Water Company. 


The opinion rendered was in Depart- 
ment Five, and applies also to the fol- 
lowing cases, which are practically the 
same with the one whose title is 

uoted above: Los Angeles City 

ater Company vs. East Side Sierra 
Water Company, Ryan vs. Stern et al., 
and Ryan ys. the East Side Sierra 
Water Company. 

The decision contains about 9000 
words and isvery elaborate, going 
over the whole ground; abridged of its 
quotation of lawand of some other 
matters, it read, as follows: 

THE OPINION. . 

Los Angeles City Water Co. vs. E. L. 
Stern, et al.—Plaintiff seeks by this action 
to obtain a decree enjoining defendants 
from erecting a system of water works and 
from supplying the city of Los Angeles 
and its inhabitants with water. * 

In support of its right to such a decree 
plaintiff by its complaint alleges that it is 
the owner ot the exclusive right to furnisn 
the inhabitants of the city of Los Angeles 

Vith water under special franchises granted 
by the city authorities to certain parfles and 
assigned by them to plaintiff, and by reason 
of an act of the Legislature approved April 
2, 1870, ratifying the grant by the city. 

Piajntiff further alleges its compliance 
with all the conditions of its franchise, and 
its expenditures of large sums of money 
thereunder, and that defendants threaten 
to construct a rival system and thereby seri- 
ously impair the revenue of piain 
its water works. 

The contract and ordinances under which 
plaintiff claims its exclusive franchise are 
made apart of the complaint and copies 
thereof annexed as exhibits. 

Defendants meet the complaint by a gen- 
eral demurrer, and upon the argument 
thereof both sides have presented at length, 
and with great learning, a large number of 
points involving grave questions of consti- 
tutional law, and haye supported their re- 
spective views by the citation of a very 
great number of authorities. | 

Prior to the adoption of the Conatitution 
of 1879, the right to construct a system of 
water works and supply water was depend- 
ent upon a grant from the 2 wer, 
either directly or through a munic ality. 

But the right was extended to all persods, 
or companies, under certain conditions, by 
section 19, article x1 of the Constitution: 
See. 10. In any sity ‘wiiere there 

ks owned: and controlled by the 

for supplying the same with 
artificial light, any individual, or 
my company duly iucorporated for 
under and by authority of the laws 
of this State, under the direction of Super- 
intendent of Streets, or other officer in con- 
trol thereof, and under such general regula- 
tions as the municip lity may prescribe for 
damages and indemnity for damages, have 
the privilege of using the public streets and 
thoroughfares thereof, and of laying down 
and conduits therein, and connections 
erewith, so far as may be necessary for 
in.roducing into and supplying such city 
and its inhabitants, either with gaslight or 
other illuminating light or with fresh water 
domestic and all other purposes, upon 
the condition that the municipal goyern- 
ment shall have the right to regulaté the 
charges thereof.“ 

The pur of that section may be easily 
gathered from the language, as well as from 
a general knowledge of the condition of 

airs in any city where a corporation has 

control of the entire water supply and by 
the exercise of its political influence may 
prevent the grant of a franchise toany com- 
peting company. 

The purpose was to prevent in the future 
any monopoly in the hands of private par- 
ties or corporations. The right is not Tin 
ited to cities in which the water werks are 
not owned by the municipality, but it is also 
extended to cities where the public works 
are not controlled by the municipality. 

The complaint in this case alleges that 
the City of Los Angeles owns and controls 
public works for the supply of water, but 
as the particular mode in which those works 
are operated is set out in the complaint, 
and shows that they are not operated b 
the city, or in its possession, but are hel 
by the plaintiff, it is clear that they are not 
owned and controlled by the city; and any 
individual or company can construct its sys- 
tem of water works unless there is some 
limitation on such right, occasioned by the 
existence of any exclusive franchise in 


others. 

That the provision of the Constitution was 
self-executing and did not depend upon leg- 
isiation to put it in operation was expressly 
determined by the T Court, in Peo- 
ple vs. Stephens, 62 Cal. p. 209. 

lf, however, at the time of the adoption of 
the Constitution of 1879 there existed a valid 
gr. nt to the plaintiff in this case of an ex- 
clusive franchise for the sale of water in the 
city of Los Angeles, then the constitutional 
provision conferring upon any person or 
corporation the right to construct a system 
of water works in any municipality where 
no such publie works are owned and con- 
trolled by the municipality would be inop- 
erative as against such right, because such 
provision would be in violation of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, as under it 
no State can impair the obligation of a con- 
tract by her orgauic law or by legislative en- 
actment. 

‘That the sovereign power of a State can 
grant an exciusive franchise in the absence 
of any provision of its Constitution forbid- 
ding the same has been established by the 
decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in the slaughter house cases 
and ln the New Orleans gas and water 
cases. Butchers’ U.S. H. & L. S. L. Com-

ompany, 113 U. S. Supreme Court reports,

peßßut the rule with regard to the grant of 
exclusive privileges for the supply of gas 
or water rests upon an entirely different 
rinciple, as laid down by the Supreme 
urt of the United States, in the case of 
the New Orleans Gas Light Company vs. 
Louisiana Light and Manufacturing Com- 
ny, 115 U, S., and in the case of New Or- 
11. Water Works Company vs. Rivers, 
15 U. 8., 674. 

. Both the above cases hold that the provi- 
sion of the Constitution of Louisiana 
against monopolies would not affect the ex- 
clusive franchises granted before the adop- 
tion of the Constitution.

The strongest clause of the contract with 
reference to the exclusive privilege is the 
folowing: “And thesaid party of the first 
part hereby covenant aod agree to make no 
other lease, sale, contract, grant or franchise 
to any person or persons, corporation or 
company, for the sale or ivery of water 
to the inhabitants of said city for domestic 
purposes during the centinuance of this 
contract.“ 

Defendants argue that the contract has 
for ita subject matter the sale and disposi- 
tion of the waters of the Los Angeies River 
alone; that the suppiy ot water granted by 

o lease was such that it could not be 
reasonably expected that it would be suffi- 
cient to furnish water to all the inhabitants 
of the city of Los Angeles during the 
of the continuance of the lease. 

While it is true that the principal portions 
ofthe contract are with reference to the 
lease of the water works owned by the city 
and of a water right in the river for the 
riod of the lease; yet the whole contract, 
construed together, shows that the lessees 
were bound, under its terms, to supply all 
portions of the city with water for domestic 
purposes; and were required to construct 
such a system as would secure to the inhab- 
itants of the city a constant sapply for do- 
mestic purposes, and to construct reservoirs 
of sufficient capacity for that purpose; and 
were required to extend their pipes as fast 
the citizens desiring to be suppliod with 
water for domestic purposes will agree to 
take sufficient water to pay 10 per cent per 
annum on the cost of extending such pipes 
through the city now 1 with water.“ 
While the supply was limited to 10 inches 
of water the contract seems tb indicate that 
it was anticipated that that grant would be 
increased in quantity by the authorities of 
the city should it be necessary. 

The provisions of the clause above cited 
are very broad, and none of the authorities 
cited by counsel for defendants justify the 
Court in limiting its meaning to the waters 
of the Los Angeles River. hiie the words 
“lease, sale, contract and grant“ might be 
so limited, the word franchise“ carries 
with it a much broader meaning, and in- 
cludes all the wights granted by virtue of 
which a 2 can furnish water to a city. 
There is no limitation any-where confining 
it to the particular waters mentioned in the 
contract, and.the only limitation upon it is 
that it applies only to the sale or delivery of 
water tor dowestic rey and that it is 
without prejudice to rights already granted. 
That the parties understood it to be very 
broad in its nature is shown by the fact that 
a subsequent clause is inserted specially ex- 
cepting from its meaning the water works 
of the city used for the distribution of water 
for the purposes of irrigation. 

[The case of Stein vs, Bienville Water

In this case, if the city had intended to 
limit the exclusive privileze to waters from 
the Los Angeles River, the limitation would 
certainly have been made by qualifying the 
words in the clause cited, Other sources of

The sections et the Civik Code, cited by

of contracts; but those rules apply only to 
cases where there is an ambiguity, and that 
ac ition is expressly laid down in the 
ivil Code in sections 1637, 1638 and 1639, 

In this case the clause of a contract with 
regard to the exclusive character of the 
franchise does not appear to the Court to be 
in any manner ambiguous, or require the 
application of any rule for the purpose of 
construing it other than the understanding 
of the express meaning of its language.

My attention has not been directed to any 

statute, nor have I been able to find any. 
which conferred upon the authorities of the 
city of Los Angeles power to grant an ex- 
clusive franchise and to bind the sovereign 
power of the State to its perpetuation for 
the period of thirty years. That such a 
power cannot be exercised without an ex- 
press grant from the Legislature is clearly 
established.

The only statute which can be construed 
to give the city power to grant an exclusive 
franchise was the act for the incorporation 
of water companies, approved May 3, 1852;

A portion of this section, it might be re- 
marked, is not now in effect, as it is incon-

nd plaintiff never has, and does not now,

eles; and the demurrer of defendants 
ould be sustained, and it is so ordered.

Wharves are to 
be built at San Pedro Bay, Santa Mon- 
ica and Hueneme. 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS.

In his message, Mr. Hazard calls atten- 
tion to the fact that, as there is no law 
providing for such an election, it would 
be inoperative, and as for the as- 
serted object—to be advisory to the 
Council—he thinks that if it is 
right for the saloons to be closed on 
Sunday, the Council should not hesi- 
tate to pass the necessary ordinance 
closing them, whereas, if the Council 
considers it wrong, a simple majority 
of votes should not induce that body 
to do what its members do not believe 
to be right. Beyond this, the Mayor 
believes that no fair expression of pub- 
lic opinio uld be obtained in this 
manner, many would ignore an 
election not provided by law. 

There is no doubt that, to put it 
plainly, the members of the Council— 
or a majority of them—are afraid to 
look this question in the face and to 
place themselves on record as for or 
against the Sunday closing of saloons. 
The two petitions were allowed to lie 
perdu for many weeks in committee, 
and when at length they had to be 
acted on in some way, the Council, in- 
stead of meeting the issue squarely, 
sought to shift the responsibility upon 
the citizens at large. 

This is nota brave or a dignified po- 
sition for the Council to take. Let 
them have the courage of their convic- 
tions and act without further delay 
upon a question which has been 80 
pressingly brought to their attention 
by a large number of our leading citi- 
zens. 


OUR WATER SUPPLY. 


Pure water is one of the most urgent 
necessities of a community. The be- 
fouling of the water supply is nothing 
less than a crime, and its effects are at 
once visible in widespread sickness, 
sometimes assuming the phase of an 
epidemic. The maintaining of the 
water supply in a pure condition is a 
sacred duty devolving upon every local 
government, whether it owns the. sup- 
ply or not.

It is none too 
soon to take this precaution, and, at 
the earliest possible moment, the water 
should be piped. 

In this connection, itis pleasing to 
notice that Judge McKinley ‘has de- 


has no exclusive right tofurnish water 
to the people of the city, for the reason 
that the city has no power to grant such 
exclusive franchise. This means that 
it can not prevent the new water com- 
pany from laying pipes in the streets 
and supplying the people with water. 
There is not so much to be said 
against the water supplied by the 
City Water Company, as precautions 
have been taken to keep it as pure as 
possible; still, this is not the question. 
If a company is willing to invest 
money in supplying us with pure 
mountain water, it will be a very wel- 
come boon to our people, and they do 
not take at all kindly to the idea that 
an existing corporation should be al- 
lowed to play the dog-in-the-manger 
act and prevent the supply of a quality 
of water which it is unable. to furnish.

THEIR UNQUENCHABLE THIRST. 


How ‘Attempts Are Made to Work

SAN Francisco, Aug. 25.— [Special

The raid of the boodlers on 
the supposed plethoric purse of Sena- 
tor Stanford has opened with fresh 
vigor, and within the next three weeks 
it will reach that howling state which 
is equaled only by the yelping wolves 
when they scent alonely tramp in the 
Russian forests. A few days ago a 
friend of Stanford’s received a letter 
from Mr, Nash, the Senator’s private 
secretary, which said that in a few 
weeks the Senatorial absentee would 
start for California with a club in 
each hand.“ This letter was shown to 
one or two.of the gang, and they have 
read between the lines, with a sack 
in each hand.“ Therefore they must 
lay the groundwork for an expenditure 
which would be equal to the degree of 
the Senator’s supposed senile vanity, 
and make him see that Huntington is 
in the race for the Senatorship. So 
they have started the cry that Hunting- 
ton is a candidate for Senator, which is

Ratiéns Issued for Indians Who Exist 
Only on Paper. 
WASHINGTON, Aug: 27.-“By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Indian Bureau 
recently received the report of A. T. 
Lea, who has been engaged in taking 


the census of the Stout trite of In- 


dians. He completed the count of In- 
diana on the Rosebud, agency in South 
Dakota, and finds there are 5166 men, 
women and children located there. As 
the Indian Office for the last several 
years has been distributing rations at 
the agency on the basis of a population 
of 7500, naturally the uiry arose as 
to what had become of the other 2334 
Indians aad their rations. This query 
was put to Indian Agent Wright, who 
reported each quarter the number who 
drew rations, and in repiy asked to be 
allowed to take an enumeration him- 
self. At this enumeration only 125 
more Indians were found than in Lea’s 
count. He thereupon accounted for 
the discrepancy by stating that au ep- 
idemic among the Indians last year had 
taken off a large number. The agency 
physician, however, reports only 19 
deaths during the year. An investiga- 
tion will be had.

BERING SEA. 


Canada Urging England to a More 
Hostile Attitude. 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) Aug. 27.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Sir John Thomp- 
son, Minister of Justice, bas returned 
from England, where he went to lay 
the Canadian case, in connection with 
the Bering Sea question, before the 
British government. That the posi- 
tion, pending the negotiations be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States, is far from satisfactory, is not 
difficult to discover from the way in 
which the matter is referred to by 
members of the Cabinet. Sir John 
Thompson says England will not re- 
cede from the position she has taken t 
protect the rights of her Canadian 
colonies. It appears that the Canadian 
government opposed having the mat- 
ter referred to arbitration, and urged 
the British government to at once pro- 
claim the right of Canadian sealing 
vessels to enter Bering Sea, and insist 
upon the United States reimbursing 
the owners of seized sealers for losses 
sustained. 

Sir John found that the British 
government had fully determined to 
propose arbitration as a means of set- 
tlement in the absence of any satis- 
factory understanding being arrived at 
with the United States.

He has worked in 
every large telegraph office and in a multi- 
tude of the smaller ones in every part of 
the United States, in Canada, and in Old 
Mexico, and he is known either personally 
or by reputation to almost every operator 
in the three countries, 

His reputation as a tramp is perhaps 
only equaled by that of W. rdus, or 
“Old Bogie,” as he is familiarly known to 
the boys, but Bogardus is — quite an 
old man, and he does not change his base 

of operations oftener than every second or 
third week now, while Donohue is as active 
asever. Although the latter possesses this 
wandering propensity in an abnormal de- 
gree he may yet be taken asatypeof a 
very large class of operators. 
TRAMPS GROWING LESS. 

A few years ago the telegraphic profes- 
Bion was almost entirely composed of per- 
yons “having no fixed abode,” and who 
tame, quite properly, under the classifica- 
sion of tramps, although perhaps only in 
the sense of being nomadic in their habits. 
They shared the roving habit about equally 
with the printers, and though matters have 
changed somewhat of late, they could even 
now challenge comparison in this respect 
with any class outside the regular g 
tribes. It used to be altogether exceptiona 
for an operator to settle permanently in one 
office or one town, and changes occurred 
almost daily in every office in the country. 

The telegraph business was perhaps not 
quite so large, so uniform or steady then 
as now, and operators were subject to the 
law of supply and demand, the workings 
of which undoubtedly gave considerable 
cause for frequent changes, but this could 
only account in a slight degree for the in- 
numerable changes that took place every 
pay day. But in the eastern states these 
conditions have been considerably modified 
in the last few years. Managers have dis- 
countenanced and discouraged the practice, 
and operators in this part of the country 
are now fairly staid and settled citizens. 
There are always a number of arrivals and 
departures every month at large offices, 
such as New York, Boston and Philadel- 
— but as a rule operators in the east 

ve settled down to become solid citizens. 

WESTERN EXPERIENCES. 

But in the states and territories west of 
the Ohio, and particularly in those west of 
the Mississippi, the operator has altered 
but very little in character and habits, and 
is still a tramp, ever on the move from 
place to place, with varying fortunes and 
more varied experiences. usually sam- 
ples all localities and willon the shortest 
notice, and as often with no notice at all, 
pack his grip, should he be so fortunate as 
to possess one or have any effects to neces- 
sitate his one, and soot for 
parts unknown ‘uncared. It has been 
said that many of them believe or used to 
believe in the old saying that it is much 
cheaper to move than to pay board. 

It is not an uncommon thing for the per- 
sonnel of the staff of such offices as Omaha, 
Ogden, Galveston, Deming and other large 
telegraph points in the west and south to 
be completely changed in the course of a 
few weeks. The work in some of these 
offices is a constant roast,“ and few oper- 
ators will remain there long. St. Louis, 
Chicago, New Orleans and other large 
offices have a dozen changes every month 
or so, while on the western railroads it 
would be almost impossible to keep a com- 
plete record of the changes that occur in a 


year. 

Usually a great deal of the train dis- 
— s time and attention is taken up in 

eeping track of the different operators 
who come and go at the stations on his di- 
vision, and in seeing that all the positions 
are properly filled. 

QUALIFICATIONS OF A TRAMP. 

To be a successful tramp a man must 
combine experience in the two entirely dif- 
ferent departments of the business, rail- 

road and commercial telegraphy, and be 

equal to any emergency, and the average 
western tourist usually does a suf- 
ficient general knowledge to enable him to 
hold down anything that comes along, at 
least temporarily and until he can get out 
of town creditably. The tramp’s experi- 
ences cover the entire fleld, and one week 
he willbe filling a place as “owl” (night 
operator) at some prairie side track, and 
the next copying Associated Press reports 
for a city paper. 

At the smaller railroad stations his skill 
in handling the harnessed thunderbolts of 
Jove is usually a secondary consideration 
to*his ability as express agent, ticket seller 
station agent and baggage smasher, an 
he occasionally has to perform such menial 
duties as cleaning switch lamps, handling 
miscellaneous freight and acting as general 
utility man. But places of this kind, 
though quite numerous, are not often ac 
cepted by the average tourist, but are filled 
by"HSVices and struggling plugs.“ 

Today he will make the forty-first opera- 
tor who in the course of the year has been 
appointed “permanently” at a water tank | 
or side track in western Texas or Arizona; 
next week he will be holding down a place 
as night report man in Colorado or Cali- 
fornia or Louisiana.—New York Tribune,

COST OF REARING A FAMILY. 


Here Are Some Extracts from the Diary 
of a Father Who Spent $40,000. 

What does it cost to bring up a family? 
A gentleman whose experience will be 

ized as having points in common 
with other householders has preserved an 
— of the expense to which he has 
been in rearing a family of four children. 
He entered the following statement in his 
diary. It might be a valuable statistical 
fact for the census takers: 

“Today I close my diary. Twenty-six 
years ago today I undertook to keep an ac- 
—— statement of all my earnings and 

so that I might know actually 
how much it costa to live in the married 
state. Then all was anticipation. I and 
my young wife counted our resources and 
our expectations. I received $15 a week, 
with a promise of more. I owned a house 
comfortable enough for frugal young peo- 
ple to begin life in. We were spared house 
rent, therefore, and our expenses have 
never included this item. Ret rospectively 
I see that we have brought up four chil- 
dren in comparatively easy circumstances. 
„My health has been good and my earn- 
ings have been constantly received. I now 
receive $30 a week, and we still own the 
homestead without any great additions to 
its wealth, except in an increased amount 
of furniture. have little more money 
than I had when first married. Perhaps, 
all told, I have $8,500 now of assets; then I 
had perhaps $2,500. We liave never want- 
ed for bread. Sometimes we have felt in 
need of more money. Three of the chil- 
dren are now making their own way. The 
fourth graduates at the high school, hav- 
ing received the same schooling that the 
others have had, and will begin to look out 
for himself. 

“I shall not necessarily be at any more 
expense on account of my children, and 
the diary properly ends now. Would I be 
willing to go through the same experience 
again of rearing a family? I asked my 
companion, who had borne the greater 
part, this question, and I know that she 
spoke with a heart full of love, but was 
compelled to say, ‘Not for all that money 
could buy would I go through again what 
has been necessary to rear family.’ 
Expressed in dollars the totals are these: 
In twenty-six years we have received from 
my wages and incidental moneys that 
came through my wife and the children 
$40,900—or say $40,000—besides the amount 
of increase in the permanent assets. Given 
a plant of about $8,000 and two employes, 
a man and wife, it has taken, therefore, 
about $10,000 to each man produced. This 
of course includes all employes’ expenses. 
The plant is slightly enhanced in value, 
but the employes have seen their best days. 
The quality of the goods is yet to be dem- 
onstrated. Prospects happily point to 


ceipts, but there is no certainty about this. 
The employes are proud of their work, but - 
don’t want another job. 

Some of the items of expense ve been 
these: Doctors’ bills (twenty-seven years), 
$2,100 (and all paid, probably the only in- 
stance on record); groceries, average per 
week first five years, $7, next three, 80; re- 
mainder of the twenty-six years, $13 a 
week. For ten years it has taken on an 
average of one pair of shoes per week for 
the family, including myself and wife. 
The most annoying thing I have ever 
known is the rapidity with which children 
wear out shoes. Only one thing 4 
proaches it—the high price of children 
shoes. I never could understand how. 
with all the civilization of the age, and 
the demand for cheaper results, children’s 
shoes have not been reduced in price. The 
human shoe is a failure. No man not rich 
can afford to buy shoes for a family, and if.

men are shod.” — Indianapolis News.

Gapes. 

(The Cultivator and Country Gentleman.) 

This death dealing disease is easily 
mastered if you will but note the fol- 
lowing: Asa preventative, keep the 
chickens perfectly dry (on the barn 
floor is the best place) the first four 
weeks. If the ground is cold or damp, 
donot let them out until it is dry. 
Dampness is the main cause of gapes. 
l bave had nine broods of chickens to 
care for this spring and have not lost 
one, nor has one been sick. If you 
already have gapesin your flock, give 
crumbs of bread with a few drops of 
turpentine on. The best way to pre- 
pare it is, cut twelve small chunks of 
dry bread; place the chunks on a 
board and put a drop of turpentine on 
each. Cut each chunk in two, and 
feed. Or to one pint of corn meal add 
one teaspoonful of turpentine, mix 
thoroughly, then scald and feed once 
a day. that every gapey chick eats; 
if any refuse, put apillof it down 
them. Will those trying the above 
please report?

HIS OWN SLAYER. 


The Father of a Pasadenian Com- 
mits Suicide. 

Yesterday’s Examiner gives a 
lengthy account of the death of F. R. 
O. Hertel, whose body was found off 
Point Lobos, San Francisco, a few 
days ago. Mr. Hertel was the father 
of H. R. Hertel of this city, who went 
North to attend the funeral. 

The circumstances of Mr. Hertel’s 
death point conclusively to suicide. 
He was in his sixty-fifth year, and was 
a prominent member of the Calvary 
Presbyterian Church of San Francisco. 
For some time past he had been sub- 
ject to fits of melancholia and on 
mumerous occasions threatened to 
shoot himself.
